STALIN'S CALL TO PEOPLE OF 


RUSSIA IS FIGHTING APPEAL 


NOT AN ACT OF DESPERATION

Stalin's call upon his people for 


the extreme measure of a "acorch- 
ed earth" campaign to stem the 
,nazl avalanche which is sweep- 
ing Into the Soviet, gives a clear 
picture 
of the 
gravity 
of, that 


vast country's position. 


It means of course, that Russia 


Is in danger of being smashed by 
Hitler. 


Still, I believe it would be wrong 


to call this amazingly frank dec- 
laration of the bolshevlst leader an 
act of desperation, because thla 
would denote despair. 
Centalnly 


U Is a summons for a last ditch 
stand, but It is a fighting appeal 
which is calculated to inspire the 
people to give to the utmost In 
defense of their land, 


i As one reads Stalin's speech one 
Inevitably harks 
back 
a little 


more than a year to the historic 
summons 'of Britain to the battle- 
ments'by Premier Churchill. There 
was warning but no despair. In his 
"I have'" nothing 
to 
offer but 


blood, toll, tears and sweat.'1 


Hitler's legions are sweeping In- 
to Russia at most points along the 
2,000-mile front. The swastika may 
fly above the Kremlin In Moscow 
spon, and nazi hop-nailed boots 
may swarm across 
th« 
fertile 
field* of th« Ukraine. 


In view of the "Immensity of the 


danger that threaten* our coun- 
try," as Stalin bluntly put it, his 
"scorched earth" policy may well 
be the strategy most likely to save 
Russia In the long 
run. This 


means burning a,ll 
crops 
which 


might fall Into nazi hands, 
and 


destruction of all supplies of ev- 
ery description that might help 
Hitler. 
Along with this the peo- 


ple are admonished to carry on 
guerilla warfare and sabotage, to 
help the red army defeat the In- 
vaders. 


It Is chiefly to secure food, oil 


and other essential supplies 
to 


keep the blockaded continent of 
Europe going (hat Hitler 
has 


struck at Russia. 
If Stalin can 


keep his enemy from 
securing 


those supplies, even foi a twelve 
month period, then the bolshevlsts 
may have in the main nullified the 
nazi conquest. 


In view of Hitler's successes In 
Russia, it Is Interesting to hear 
General Sir 
Claude Auchinleck, 


Britain's new commander in the 
Middle East, declare 
a 
German 


victory over the Soviet and a pos- 
sible nazi break-through Into Eas- 
tern Asia of little consequence. 
He says this is ao because the 
British "hold the seas and I feel 
we are beginning to hold the air, 
too."

and guerilla system to help de- 
feat the Germans. 


"A grave danger overhangs our 


country," he said. 


Telling this nation's 
millions 


German troops had captured Lith- 
uania and a considerable part of 
Latvia and were inside White Rus- 
sia and the Ukraine, Stalin sug- 
gested this plan to defeat the in- 
vaders: 


Organization of guerilla or mili- 


tia fighting units to help the reg- 
ular Red army by behind-the-llnes 
looting and sabotage; destrlcutlon 
of all foodstuffs and 
equipment 


likely to fall Into German han-ls, 
and removal of all 
cattle 
and 


available 
transport 
to the rear; 


the setting of huge forest fires to 
slow the Nazi march. 


He declared Hitler would suffer 


the same defeat Napoleon 
and 


Kaiser Wllhelm met, but sought 
to arouse the nation to Its danger. 


He said Germany had gained "i 


certain advantageous position for 
her troops for a short period; by 
attacking U. S. S. R. but she "has 
lost politically by exposing herself 
In the eyes of the entire world aa 
a blood-thirsty aggressor." 


Soviet Russia, ho added, had 


made a tremendous political gain. 


Among other-things he said, "all 


the finest men and women of Eu- 
rope, America and Asia" were ln-

ed conflict can spread to areas 
hitherto considered free from at- 
tack."

local bank, certificates which can 
be turned In on Income or excess 
profits taxes next year. 


A small amount of Interest will 


be paid purchasers as inducement 
to buy tho certificates, but Mor- 
genthau said the primary purposi 
waa "to make It convenient to tax- 
payers to pay tho heavy taxes in 
the now tax bill by paying a little 
each month out of current in- 
come." 


He added that .the 
plan 
also 


would obviate 
some 
temporary 


borrowing by tho treasury usually 
necessary be/ore taxes start com- 
ing In. 


Two types of tax notes-were de- 


scribed by Morgenthau. One, for 
tho small tax payer, will be Issued 
In denomination*! of $25, $50, and 
$100. 
The premium on these will 


be 16 cents per hundred dollars 
for each month between the time 
the noto la out and tho time It Is 
turned in for taxes. 


Another typo of noto—for large 


taxpayers will be Issued In denom- 
inations of $100, $500. $1,000 and 
$100,000. 
Tho premium on these 


will be four cents per hundred dol- 
lars per month.

Apostle Paul, were he today labor- 
Ing in the Mediterranean fields 
where he achieved great conquests

Christianity.

anism, and a savagery such as the 
brutal ancient world never knew. 
That the present war zone In the 
Near Bast overlays the scene of 
Paul's activities lends fresh inter- 
est to the current,Sunday School 
Lessons upon 
slonary maps. Paul's second-mis- 


Now, 
as then, this 
area is pivotal to world dominion. 
A long line of imperial conquer- 
ors have fought their way over the 
scenes travelled by Saint Paul, the 
most imperial figure of them all. 


Good Men Fall Out. 


Grave consequences may follow 
personal disagreements, world pol- 
itics have been changed by such 
Incidents. When 
Paul 
proposed 
that he and Barnabas should re- 
turn to the scenes of their first 
missionary 
journey, 
the 
latter 
wanted to take along his nephew, 
John Mark, who had deserted them 
at the mainland of Asia Minor on 
the earlier tripV There was strong 
dispute; but Paul, who always rat- 
ed loyalty high, would not accept 
the renegade; although! years later 
he was reconciled to him, and the 
reformed John Mark became a 
valued friend and colaborer. 


So these two pioneer comrades, 
Paul and Barnabas, parted com- 
pany. Barnabaa took Mark to his 
own native Cyprus, and thence- 
forth drops out of the record. Such 
are the serious results that may 
flow from allowing personal feet- 
Ings to master one. Apparently, 
the Church at Antioch sided with 
Paul; who chose Silas, a Roman of 
standing in the Jerusalem Church, 
and of high ability, to be his new 
companion. Silas was evidently a 
musician, ready to sing songs at 
midnight in a dungeon; and this 
example has been followed by the 
modern "Gospel team," of an evan- 
gelist and a singer. 


A Great Travel Experience. 
Every time I go by train through 
the famous pass in the Taurus 
Mountains called the Cicilian Gates 
I recall my first journey, when I 
travelled by horse. Then I had 
time for musings and memories of 
Paul and Silas travelling the same 
route; and for appreciation of the 
grandeur of the scenery. I found 
on the wall of the canyon a stone 
tablet, engraved at the orders of 
wise old Emperor Marcus Aurellus, 
recounting his impressions of this 
majestic spectacle.

make no mention of the natural 
wonders that they saw. Tho Cllician 
Gates have witnessed the passage 
of many armies and conquerors— 
but the most outstanding figure of 
them all was this unnoticed littlo 
old Jew, Paul of Tarsus, on his way I 
from Antioch to the uplands of 
Asia Minor. 


I have found Paul an Inspiring 
travelling companion, as I have re- 
peatedly traversed this region. Ho 
helps one to attain and keep the 
long perspective, and the sense of 
relative values and of continuing 
forces. Many ancient ruins mark 
the way through Asia Minor; and 
sometimes one travels on still .sur- 
viving Roman roads; but it is this 
heroic 
faith-filled 
missionary, 
ablaze with zeal for a great cause, 
who means^more than all else to a 
Christian following his route. Wh«t 
were his thoughts as he gazed upon 
the Temple of Rome and Augustus 
—still standing at Ankara—with its 
transcript of the first 
emperor's 


will? Did Paul catch the signifi- 
cance of Augustus' allusion to tlie 
census which took 
Joseph 
and 
Mary to Bethlehem. 


He Found A Friend. 
Many a man or woman has gone 


forth 
on a journey, 
only to en- 
counter unexpectedly the one per- 
son who spelled destiny. In Paul's 
case it was conspicuously the Had- 
ing of young Timothy at Lyatni. 
This ardent youth, son of a Greek 
father 
the 
contagion of Paul's 


spirit; and became to him, but also 
the ageing apostle's dearest friend. 
He forsook home—we may imagine 
the pride and sorrow of the mother 
left at Lystra—and 
becamo 
tiie 
apostle's fellow traveller and trust- 
ed representative and spiritual non. 
Sunday School teachers are In fel- 
lowship with Paul when they win 
a boy or girl to Christ's service. 
Two letters in the New Testament 
bear Timothy's 
name; 
and the 
older man's counsels to him have 
fertilized the ministry of the cen- 
turies. 


There is space but to mention a 
few of the high spots of this great 
adventure, 
conventionally called 
Paul's second missionary journey. 
He could give Hitler points about 
the difficulties of crossing Turkey, 
which Is the/Jiiodern name of Asia. 
Minor. 
As*a scholar, he 
fully 
savored the historical significance 
of the region through which ho was 
travelling. We do not always re- 
member that Troas was the port of 
Troy; and that Paul had visited the 
scenes of the Iliad. I have a no- 
tion that the parchments which he 
left behind him at Troas, and for 
which he later sent, were his copy 
of Homer's immortal work. 


A Vision And A Call. 
Troas is outstanding in Christian 
thought as the scene of Paul's vis- 
ion of the man or Macedonia, call- 
ing "Come over and n«p us." From
